7. I have reviewed U.S. Patent No. 6,290,976 issued to Messenger (the " Messenger " 
patent) which was filed on April 6, 2000 and Patent Application Publication No. US 
2002/0090385 filed by Fox et al (the "Fox" publication) which was based on a provisional 
application 60/239,059 filed on October 5, 2000. The Examiner has cited the Messenger patent 
and Fox publication against the claims of the above-identified application. 

The invention disclosed and claimed in the above-identified patent application was 
reduced to practice in the United States of America at least as early as April 6, 2000, as 
evidenced by the attached document which is a printout of a digital image (Exhibit A). This 
document shows an image that was taken at least as early as April 6, 2000, This image shows 
the claimed composition in labeled and dated containers formulated under my direction. This 
document demonstrates the reduction to practice of the invention prior to the earliest priority 
date of Messenger and Fogc.
